LTHO' we muſt own with the Apo— 
ſtle, that the Wrath of Man ak 1 
not the Righteouſneſs of God, yet we 

= may and muſt allow that it often 

worketh to his Glory; and the Fierceneſs, Rage 
and Cruelty of Men, tho' not in direct purpoſe, 
yet in the Event is ſubſervient to his Honour, nay, 
tho' intended to his Diſhonour, does frequently 
turn to his Praiſe : Whilſt the ſame God, who at 
firſt brought Light our of Darknels, bringeth Good 
out of Evil, and ſo ordereth even the Wicked Man's 
| Goings, that his Purpoſes of Miſchief end in his 
own Confuſion, by ſuch Means he puts a New 

Song into the Mouths of his Seryants,who thereupon 

| Extol and Magmify the Lord, and their Spirits re— 

goyce in Cod their Saviour. =; 

Thus the Pfalmiſt reflecting upon ſome great 
and glorious Deliverance, which God had wrought 
for his People, probably that from Sennacherit's 

; 2 es, Army 
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Army, compoſeth a Pſalm in Acknowledgment | 
thereof, and triumphantly glorys, and teacherh 
others to glory in the Good Providence of God, 
which el made the Rage of their Enemies an 
occaſion of maniteſting his Care over his People. 
The Plalmiſt had in his View the Wrath of Man 
on the one Hand, and the Goodneſs of God on 
the other, and the proper Duty that was the juſt 
reſult of both: His Thoughts did not ſo dwell 
either on their Danger, or cheir Deliverance, as to 
forget their Obligation; but he paſſeth on from 
the Conſideration of what God hath done for 
them, to what they in return ſhould do for God; 
thus ſaith he in the Verſes immediately preceding 
that of my Text, At thy Rebuke O Cod of Facob, both 
the Chariot and Horſe are caſt into a deep ſleep. Thon, 
even thou art to be feared, and who may e- in 
thy ſight when once thou art Angry? Thou didſt 
cauſe Judgment to be heard from Heaven, the 
Earth feared and was ſtill, when God aroſe to 
 Fudgment to ſave all the Meet of the Earth, and 
plainly intimates what ought to be done, by ſaying 
what would undoubtedly pe done on that occaſion, 
as in the Words of my Text : Surely the Wrath of 
Man ſhall praiſe Thee. Or as it is in the Old Tranſ- 
lation, The fierceneſs of Man ſhall turn to ii) 
Praiſe.

In Diſcourſing further upon theſe Words, I ſhall. 
more. particularly conſider, 1 


Firſt, How, or in what Senſe the Wrath of Man 
may le ſaid to praiſe God. 


Secondly, Point at ſome Duties which naturally. 


ariſe from thence. 


And Laſtly, Apply the whole to the Occaſion of 
our ſolemn Meeting together this Day. 


Firſt then, I am to ſhew How, or in what ſenſe 


the Wrath of Man may be ſaid to praiſe God : 


Namely, as it affords Matter and Occaſion of Praiſc 


to him; much in the ſame Senſe as the Sun, Moon 
and Stars, and the other irrational Creatures arc 
called on to do it in the 148 Plalm, wherein the 
Pſalmiſt in an elegant manner ſummons the {everal 
Works of God in the Heavens above, in the Earth 
beneath, and in the Waters under the Earth, to Praiſc 
Him, tho' many of them were inſenſible of the 
Call, and unable to anſwer it any otherwiſe than 
by giving occaſion to the rational part of the Crea- 
tion to do it for them: Thus it 1s Written, The 
Hleawens declare the Glory of Cod; yet even that 
Stupendous Work of God, ſo wonderful in its 
8 Frame, 
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Frame, and ſo glorious in its Beauty, cannot of its 
{clt praiſe its Creator, No, Praiſe is a rational Act, 


the Priviledge of Spirits, the Honour and Happi- 
nels of Angels and Men; But whilſt any of thc 
Works of God become the Subject of their An. 
thems, it is not unuſual to attribute the very Acti- 
on of Praiſe to them, of which they are only Paſ- 
lively the Authors, as furniſhing Matter to the rati. 
onal World of glorifying the Lord. And in this 
manner cven the ſinful Paſſions of Men may be, 
and often are occaſional cauſcs of Honour to God : 
nay, the Wrath of Man that raging Paſſion, that 
breaths nothing but Malice and Revenge, Blood and 
Slaughter, that has for the moſt part Evil for its 
Cauſe, and Evil for its Effects, may yet be ſo far 
good, as by its fury, like the Winds and Storms, to 
praiſe God, and that, 

Hrit, as it proves the occaſion of manifeſting 
to the World, the Wiſdom, Power, Juſtice and 
Goodnels of God, in the delivery of his Servants 
trom the Rage of Men. | 

Or, Secondly, tlie Power of his Grace in thoſe who

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is ſuddenly turn'd into Peace as Eſau's towards his 
Brother Jacob, and the utmoſt bitterneſs into the

Diſciples of our Lord into the greateſt fa vour to- 
wards them, this ſhews that there is One who hath 
Dominion over the Hearts of Men, and turnet h. 


it wohitherſoever he pleaſeth. 


Again, when the barbarous Deſigns of Crucl and 


VUnreaſonable Men are cruſh'd by inviſible Means, 


as thoſe of the Haughty Aſſyrian, whoſe Army 


was deſtroy' d in one Night, by the Stroke of an 


Angel, 2 Kings 19. 35. or when the like Effects 
are brought about, by Means that arc Viſible (tho' 
ſometimes very diſproportionate to ſuch purpolcs )

| Foſhua, Gideon, and others: Or when thro' Mil: 
: underſtanding or Jcalouſic, our Enemies vent their

20. 23. That every one helped to deſtroy another; 


In ͤtheſe and ſuch like caſes, we may fay with the

Once more, is not the Goodneſs of God mani- 


teſted to the World whilſt he reſcueth his Servants 
from the hands of ſuch as lye in wait to deſtroy 
them, and cloſeth the Mouths or breaketh the 
Teeth of thoſe Lions who ſeek to devour, and there- 
by quite diſarms proud Wrath ? Upon ſuch a view of 
things Men arc naturally lead to conclude with the 
Plalmiſt, Verih there is a reward for the Righteous, 
doubtleſs there is a God that Fudgeth the Earth. And 
che Fierceneſs of {ome gives occaſion to others, to 
glory in, and rely upon that Good Providence, 
which not only ſtilleth the raging of the Sea, and the

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noiſe of its Waves, but likewiſe (what is as boiſtrous 
as either) the Madneſs of the People. And as Good 
Men ſecretly adore the Providence of God in re- 
ſtraining the Wrath of Men, and in making it Sub-

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elle but driving on their own; ſo they take deliglit 
in ſhewing it forth to others, and in Praiſing Cod 
for his Goodneſs, and declaring the wonders that he 
doth for the Children of Men.

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cven the Egyptians knew that he was the Lord, the 
Lord that executeth Judgment and Rig hteouſueſs in 
the Earth, and he became thereupon the Dread of the 
Nations, as well as the joy andClory of his People Iſrael. 

The Hymn it ſelf may be read over at your lei- 
ſure in the 15 chap. of Exod. and I believe whoſo- 
cycr reads it will diſcern therein a noble ſtrain of the 
moſt exalted Poctry,and think it an excellent Copy 
tor a gratetul People in the like Circumſtances to 
imitate in all ſucceeding Generations. | 

And as Moſes no doubt joyn'd with heart and 
Voice in this Anthem with the Congregation, ſo 
he took pleaſure in recounting theBlefling,and com- 
municating his joy, in his private converſation too : 
Thus when Jethro, Moſes's Father in Law made him 


a Viſit, we read Exod. 18. 8. how Moſes told him 


all that the Lord had done unto Pharaoh, and to 
the Egyptians for Iſrael's ſake; and the effect of it 
was this, Jethro rejoyced for all the Goodneſs which 


the Lord hath done to Itrach whom he had delivered 


out of the hand of the Egyptians, and ſaid, Bleſſed be 
the Lord who hath delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of Pharaoh, who hath 
delivered the People under the hand of the Egyptians. 
Now I know that the Lord is greater than allGods,for 
in the thing wherein they dealt proudly, he was above

| = Secondly, the Almighty God manifeſts the Power 
ol his Grace in thoſe who ſuffer from the Rage of 
Men. How have many of his Scrvants .there- 
"#pon Glorified Cod in their Death, and by patiently 
ſuffering for the Truths ſake, propagated it the more 
tliroughout the World; they have ſhewn by their 
reſiſting unto Blood ſtriving againſt. Sin, that the 
Lord was with them, to Support, Strengthen, and 
Comfort them in the day ot Trouble: Tho' fome 
Had trials of cruel Mockings and Scourgings, yea more- 
over of Bonds and Impriſonments, and others were 
Son d or Sawn aſunder, were tempted or Slain with 
the Sword, yet counted they not their. Liſe dear unto 
them, whilſt the ſpirit of Cod bore 2 s with ihr 
Spirits that they were the Children of Cod, and if Chil- 


dren, than Heirs, Hears of God and font Hers" 
Chriſt, Inſomuch that we may in fone reſpects tris 
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ſometimes became their Converts, and turned them 
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me Thirty, ſome Sixty, ſon 
an Hundred fold: Certain it is the more th: 
primitive Chriſtians were perſecuted, the more the 
multiplied; and grew, and their Faith being trice 
in the Fire came forth as Gold, to their Ho. 
nour, and the Glory of God. They thereby 
plainly ſhew'd the World that they did not ac 
upon ſecular Motives, but upon hopes full of Immor. 
tality and reſted aſſured that their God was able to 


deliver them from, ſuſtain them under, or reward 


them for, whatever they ſhould: endure here; 
and therefore in Patience they poſſeſs'd their Souls, and 
committed themſelves and their Cauſe unto him in 
well-do-ing as into the Hands of a Faithful Creator. 
O the Power and Energy of the Grace of God 
no wonder if their very. Jaylors and Tormentor: 


{elves unto the Lord, who had given ſuch Power 


unto Men; Power to lay dow their lites for his ſake, 


and to rejoice. that they were counted worthy to ſuffer 
ſhame, yea even Death it ſelf for his Name, Which.

God, that is, give occaſion of Praiſe to him, it is 
certainly our Duty from thence to take occaſion of 
Praiſing Him; to give the Lord the Honour due 


to his Name, for preſerving us at any time from 


the Wrath of Man, and reſcuing usfrom their Fury, 
who riſc up againſt us: How ought we to adore 
the Wiſdom and Goodneſs of his Providence, who 
oycrrulcth the oufagious purpoſes of Men ſo as may 


. beſt conduce to his Honour? The Lord hath made 


all things for himſelf, ſaith Sol: yea even the Wicked 


fo the Day of Ewil, if they will not glorify him in 


their Actions (whether they will or no) they {hall 
glorify him in their Sufterings, and feel a Puniſh- 
ment worthy of God: Thus does it pleaſe God 
ſometimes not only out of the Mouths of Babes 
and Sucklings, but out of the Sins of Men 0 Pera 
feet his Praiſe, and to make the Wickednels of the 


One, as well as the Innocency of the other, the Oc. 


caſion of his Glory. | 
| Secondly, this ſhould diſpoſe us in the day of Ca- 
lamity to wait God's leiſure for deliverance ; for he 


' beſt, he only knows the times and ſeaſons of reſtrain- 


ing the Fierceneſs of Man, ſo as may molt contri- 
burc to his own Glory and the Good of his People : 
Sometimes he may ſee it beſt for them to be holden 
a while under the Chords of Affliction, for the cx- 
. erciſe 
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erciſe and Trial of their Chriſtian Graces, that their * 
Faith may be found in the day of the Lord, laudabl, 
Glorious and Honourable. Sometimes they may be 
unprepar'd to receive Mercy, and then it would be 
no Mercy to give it to them, and in ſuch caſe the 
rod of diſcipline is in truth the ſcepter of Mercy 
ſometimes he may ſuffer the Wrath of Man to prof: 
per as a juſt Puniſhment to others that deſerve to 
taſte the ſad effects of it; As Nebhucad nec Ter King 
of Babylon, and thaNation was made a ſcourge to the 
Rebellious Pecos, and afterwards that Prince and 
People met with from others thetull meaſure of their 
Iniquities, as we read in the 25th. Feremiah. Some. 
times the ſons of Violence may be permitted to 
rife the higher, that God's Juſtice and Power may 
be more conſpicuous, in bringing them loco, ever to 
the Duſt. We ought therefore to leave the times 
and the ſeaſons to Him, who alone hath them in his 
power, never in the leaſt doubting but that things 
in the Iſſue ſhall work together for Good, to them that 
Love God. And that the Fierceneſs of Man in God's 


good time will turn to his Praiſe, and the fierceneſs 


of them he will reſtrain. 


I haſten now in the laſt place to apply the whole 
to the occaſion of this our ſolemn Aſſembling here 
this day, the occaſion its ſelt has been ler forth in a 


tall Light by the beſt Authority the Act of Parlia- | 


ment 
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ment juſt now read unto you; which firſt menti- 


ons the Grounds and Reaſons, and then ſtrictly 
enjoyns the Obſervance of this Feſtival, to be cele- 
brated as an Anniverſary Holy Day in this Kingdom 
for ever: The General deſign moſt certainly was 


the Subverſion of the Government, and the total 


extirpation of the Brittiſſ, and Proteſtants, by Po- 
p1iſþ Treachery, Maſſacres, open Rebellion, and 


ecret Miſchict ; and we may too well gueſs what was 


the intended Portion of all, by what yaſt Numbers 
actually ſuffer d in every Quarter: Various indeed 
were the Inſtances of Cruelty committed, before it 
pleas d God in his Wiſdom to fay to the madneſs 
of this People, as he did to the raging of the Sea, 
Hitherto ſhalt thou come and no farther: The ſound 
of their Inhuman Barbarities is gone out into all 
Lands, and what this Nation ſadly felt, has been 
heard and read with Tears by many others, beſides 


thoſe ot this, and of another Kingdom who are its 


nearèſt Neighbours, and ſuroſt Friends, and who 
have not only griev'd to ſee her in the DuSt, but 


have been always ready to lend an helping hand to 
litt her up. 

Ho did her Enemies, Enemies within her own 
Bowels in the day of theit᷑ fierce Anger, ſport them- 
ſelves in miſchief, and by the manifold Arts of Cru- 
elty ſttiwe the moſt exquiſitely to torment

Whither will not blind Zeal and 
Since it ſnaps 
aſunder the Chords of a Man that would draw him 
to Compaſſion, and breaks in pieces the bands of 
Nature, thro" miſapplication of the Principles of 
Grace: when a Rowſh Prieft ſhall tell thote who 
have too ſervilely given themſelves up to his Power, 
chat it is for the Service of Their Church, and there- 
upon meritorious to deſtroy Hereticts (tho' what
